PLAN FOR CASTING A HORSE 


Simple and Inexpensive Method Re­ 
quires Only Strong Piece of Rope 
Fifty Feet Long. 


(By O. L, PRIEN, M^yoming Experiment 
Station.) 
The most simple and inexpensive 
method ot casting a horse requires 
only a soft, strong rope 50 feet long 
The addition of hobble^ to whicTi 
iron rings are attached, eliminateti 
the chance ct rope burns about the 
fetlocks of the hind feet, but hobbles 
cannot be used on unbroken range 
horses. 
Knot the rope at the middle of its 
length so as to make a loop, w’Hich, 
when passed over the horse’s heaa, 
will fit the neck like a collar.

Am.sterdara, June 17.- The publish­ 
ed statem ent of the receipts of the 
Netlierlands 
government, 
from 
all 
forms of taxation and state enterprises 
for ,the month of April, show’s that 
while the w’ar is not only increasing 
the cost of running the Dutch gov­ 
ernment, it is al.«o decreasing its rev­ 
enues. 
This is .sad new s for the h o l ­ 
landers, who already find the burden 
of the expenses of the mobilization 
v/ell nigh intolerable, w’hen added to 
the ordinary expenses of life. 
Long 
before the war, taxes in the Nether­ 
lands were remarkably high. 
Every 
Dutch eliihl started life 
with 
the 
handicap of his share in over §200,000 
per Alay of taxes 
for 
expenditures 
which are unknown 
in 
any 
othet 
country of the w’orld. 
In Holland It 
is an existence tax; for it costs that 
much to maintain dykes to keep a 
great part of the NeHierlands from 
being overrun by the sea. 
The annual budget in Holland is 
carefully calculated to produce a^cen^ 
tain figure threugh taxes;^ when the 
revenues tall below that i^gtfre, as in 
tho month of April, extra imposts are 
necessary .md lead to -growing dissat­ 
isfaction among the people who pay 
taxes. 
This year, the month of April 
exhibits a shortage of §4,992,804 com­ 
pared w’ith the revenue.s of the corre­ 
sponding month of 
last 
year. 
So 
great is this deficit in proportion, and 
so close have the figures this year, 
I in the tirst three months, run to the 
i figures of last year’s receipts for the 
same period, that, w’ith the April de- 
I ficit, 
the 
revenues 
for 
the 
four 
I months of 1915 show a loss of $3.' 
! 183,709 over the .same period of X914. 
The principal deficits lie in the re­ 
ceipts from the 
inheritance 
taxes, 
and in *he excise on sugar. 
The for­ 
mer tall $1,065,600 short of last year’s 
figures, w’hile the latter fails by $338,- 
800 of touching 
the 
sum 
received 
from that source in April 1914. ' 
The immense increase in taxation 
which will be necessary to pay the 
expense.s of mobilization, 
and 
the 
large number of laborers out of work 
through the suspension of industries 
vitally attected or temporarily dis- 
ooniinoded by the long continuance of 
hostilities, makes the outlook for the 
taxpayer in the Netherlands far from 
bright. Already the three great cities 
of Amsferdam, Rotterdam and The 
Hague, agregatiiig almost a million 
and a half 
souls, 
have 
established 
municipal distribution of bread to the 
needy and issued bread cards to those 
in w’ant.

During the past, the prices of wool 
and mutton have had a ppwerful in­ 
fluence upon the size of the farm 
sheep flocks. 
There has always been 
a tendency for most farmers to dis­ 
pose of their flocks when prices be­ 
come low’ and to enter into the busi­ 
ness again when the prices become 
high. 
Where 
pure-bred 
sheep 
are 
kept the size of the flocks are, as a 
general rule, much smaller. 
The w'ork of caring for the flock 
should be ‘considered in determining 
the size Certain chores must be done, 
and many of these would fake little, 
more time with 50, than # ith 15 or | 
25 head.- 
Much 
of tho iffUipment 
needed for a smaller flock .wfl! ser/e I 
for a larger one. A ram will be nee- \ 
essary for a dozen ewes, while as a I 
matter of fact a m ature one could be 
bred to 50 ewes fully as well 
As a general rule, under mixed 
farming condftfons, one sheep to three! 
or five acres is considered advisable., 
The question should not merely be, 
“How many sheep can yon keep?” but 
“How many can you keep healthy?’* 
A small healthy flock is much prefer­ 
able to a larger one that is diseased.

There never was a time in the his- 
; tory of this nation when we needed 
| statesmen more or agitators less than 
at the present moment. 
The oppor­ 
tunities now afforded us on land and 
sea demand the best there is in state­ 
craft and the possibilities that are con­ 
fronting us call for national issues 
that unite the people, build industry 
and expand trade. 
The agricultural 
and industrial development of 
this 
nation has suffered severely at the 
hands of agitators 
who have sent 
torpedoe^crashing into the port side 
of business and whose neglect of the 
interests of the farmer makes them 
little less than political criminals. We 
want no more of these evil spirits to 
predominate in government. 
Too long 
their hysterical cry has sent a shiver 
down the spinal column of industry. 
Too long have the political agitators 
capitalized strife, pillaged progress 
and murdered opportunity. 
A n'indus­ 
trial corpse is not a desirable thing, 
a crippled business an achievement or 
neglect 
an 
accomplishment 
about 
which any representative of the gov­ 
ernment has a right to boast. 


Issues that Breed Agitators Should be 
Eliminated. 


The political agitator must be elim­ 
inated from public life before thought­ 
ful consideration can be given to a 
constructive program in government. 
The liquor question is the most pro­ 
lific breeding ground for agitators and 
whether pro or anti, the hatch is 
equally as undesirable. 
This article 
is in no sense a discussion of the li­ 
quor question but deals solely and by 
way of illustration with the political 
products of that issue. 
Other sub­ 
jects will be d^alt with in the order 
of their importance. 
In the history of our government 
the liquor issue has never produced 
a constructive statesman worth men­ 
tioning and it never will. 
It has sent 
more freaks to Congress, Lilliputians 
to the Senate .and incompetents to 
office than any other political issue 
under the sun. 
The recent experience of the Eng­ 
lish Parliament which lashed itself 
into a fury over the liquor question 
has a lesson that it is well for the 
farmers of this nation to observe; for 
the subject in some form or other is 
constantly before the public for solu­ 
tion and ofttimes to the exclusion of 
more important problems to the Amer­ 
ican plowmen. 


Too Many Political Drunkards. 


Lloyd-George, the Prohibition leader 
of Europe who led the prohibition fight 
in England, has declared that he will 
never again take a drink politically 
and there are many American politi 
clans—pro-and anti—who would render 
their country a service by climbing 
on the water wagon or signing a pledge 
of political temperance. 
Too ofter, 
our legislative halls are turned lute 
political bar-rooms and many of tin 
members become intoxicated on liquoi 
discussions. We have too many polit 
ical drunkards—pro and anti—iii our 
public affairs. 
No one who is a slave 
io the political liquor habit is quite 
so capable of dealfhg\with the busi 
ness affairs Of government 
as 
tin 
sober and industrious. 
We have few 
public men in this day who are strong 
enough to resist the temptation ol 
strong drink politically and when the 
Jemon Rum once becomes firmly en­ 
trenched in the mind of a politician 
he is less capable of meeting the de 
mandii for constructive statesmanship 
now confronting this nation. 
We have in this country too many 
red-nosed politicians—both pro, and 
anti. 
A candidate with political deli­ 
rium tremens, a preacher with politi­ 
cal snakes in his boots and an agitator 
drunk on the liquor question are the 
saddest sights in civilization and they 
should all be forced to take the polit­ 
ical Keeley Cure. 
It is far more important in govern­ 
ment to make it easier for those who 
toil to eat than to make it more dif­ 
ficult for a few topers to drink.

the field and stack it somewhere else. 
The fly is now in the resting stage 
and the safest way and only sure plan 
is for every farm er to plow every 
acre deeply and thoroughly within 
two weeks after harvest, turning un­ 
der the stubble com pletely and then 
dragging early. Ties will fix Mr. Fly. 
Team work 
is 
necessary. 
Teach 
the school children to look for the 
fly, and report it at every stage. Ap­ 
point a captain in every school dis­ 
trict, who should he the best wheat 
grower in the neighborhood. 
This early complete 
plowing 
will 
not only reduce the fly, but will be 
a great benefit tq next year’s crop. 
It does not let the field dry out after 
harvest, and gets it ready to hold all 
the moisture which is so badly need­ 
ed in most sections. 
It is stated that 
other things being equal, three acres 
plowed early in July are worth five 
lores plowed in Septem ber.

on the contrary, there prevails an ab­ 
solute desire for peace. 
“ It is not true, as#trumpeted abroad, 
that the American fleet has been con­ 
centrated for particpation in the Eu ­ 
ropean naval war.

1912. 
It comprises four divisions of 


120,000 men leady for action, with 


another ten divisions of 300,000 men 
of first line reserves, w’ho could be 
mobilized in a few days. 
If necessity 
should arise, this force could be more 
than doubled. 
Bulgaria’s entry into the wrar as the 
foe of Turkey would relieve pressure 
on the allies to the south. Adrianople, 
w’hich the Bulgarians were forced to 
hand back to.the Turks after the last 
Balkau struggle, has been denuded of 
its arms for use in the Dardanelles 
campaign. 
This ought easily to fall 
to the Bulgarians, who 
could 
then 
cross down to Rodosto on the sea of 
Marmora. 
This wrould cut Constanti­ 
nople off from Keshan, 
-where 
the 
Turks have concentrated their forces 
for the operations on 
the 
Gallipot! 
peninsula. 
At least, tie Turks would 
be reduced to communication by sea. 
Bulgaria no longer demands Salo­ 
nika. H er claims are small compared 
with those of the other Balkan na­ 
tions, being confined to the really Bul­ 
garian portion of Macedonia with Kav- 
alla and its natural outlets on the 
Aegean Sea.
